They  were  placed  there  to  re- 
ceive the  pieces  or  quantities  of  scrap  metal  which  you  may  have  around 
the  house,  but  considered  too  small  to  turn  in.  One  barrel  of  these 
little  pieces  will  weigh  between  200  and  300  pounds.  And  that's  not  hay 
in  any  drive.1
